Emory University, Ga., November 
6.—(Special.)\—Josephus Daniels, 
secretary of the United States navy 
under President Wilson, will deliver 
his lecture, “Passing the Buck,” at 


JOSEPHUS DANIELS, 


the Emory chapel Friday night at 8 
o’clock. 

The lecture will deal with subjects 
of a political: nature and will be of 
especial interest not only because of 
the experience he has had in _ the 
administration of the navy during 
the world war and in his position as 
a member of President Wilson’s cab- 
inet, but also because of his close 
touch with national and international 
problems. He will discuss the good 
and bad features of the national 
government. 


Mr. Daniels will be the first of 
the series of lecturers to be brought 
here by the Emory Student Lecture 
association during the school year. 
Other speakers will be announced 
later by the association officers. 


The Affiliated Lyceum and Chau- 
tauqua bureaus says the following of 
Mr. Daniels and is work as a lec- 
turer : 

“America and Americans have been 
much interested in Josephus Daniels, 
not only because of his remarkable 
record as secretary of the navy dur- 
ing the war, but also on account of 
hig keen grasp of international prob- 
lems, and his absolute fearlessness in 
discussing the bad, as well as_ the 
good, in our social and _ political 
fabric. 

“He was a big man before the war, 
and the country at large came to 
realize it after Josephus Daniels and 
his aides built the ‘bridge of ships’ 
to England. Just as he measured up 
to his big job during the war, so has 
he measured up vo the exacting re- 
quirements of a public that is giving 
serious and mature consideration to 
the big problems of the day—a public 
that wants to hear a man, not alone 
for what he says, but also for what 
he is as well. Consequently hig ‘chal- 
lenge lectures to America’—for in 
plain, frank English that is exactly 
what they are—have caught the ear 
and the conscience of serious-minded, 
thinking men and women. 


“Mr. Daniels has be-n a leader of 
his party from his youth, but always 
a forward-looking and independent 
leader. His hardest fights have been 
against rings, machines and bosses in 
his own party. For 20 years he 
served as a member of the national 
democratic committee, and in three 
national campaigns prepared or di- 
rected the literature of the party. He 
served in Washington under Cleve- 
land and again under Wilson as 
secretary of the navy. 

“Mr. Daniels has been an editor 
for 40 years and still publishes the 
Raleigh (N. C.) News and Observer, 
the only morning daily at the capital 
of his staté. The utterances of his 
paper are widely quoted. He is 
author of two volumes in addition to 
smaller pamphlets. The first was 
‘The Navy and the Nation,’ issued 
during the world war, and the second 
‘Our Navy at War,’ being a compre 
hensive story of what the United 
States navy achieved overseas and on 
this side in 1917-18. 

“Mr. Daniels made the navy what 
he calls ‘the biggest educational insti- 
tution in America,’ and the secretary 
of the navy ‘the president of the big- 
gest American college.’ He is a mem- 
ber of the goyerning board of the 
University of North Carolina and the 
American university at Washington, 
D. C. He has received the degree of 
LL.D from seven universities and 
colleges, and the degree of Doctor of 
Letters from Washington and Lee.”

Truer words were never spoken. 
And yet the south is improving in 
this respect. Three or four years 
ago Georgia only made around 
6,000 pounds of commercial butter 
a year, and that had to be sold at a 
discount. The creamery production 
of butter in 1924 will reach nearer 
6,000,000 pounds, and it brings 
Ciicago standard prices, and there 
is scarcely a hotel in Georgia thet 
does not seek it for their tables. 
Just a few years ago the cracker 
manufacturers in Georgia had to 
put a northern label on their pro- 
duction in order to sell to the Geor- 
gia merchant. Today the Georgia- 
baked crzcker is found in almost’ 
every store. Jut a few years ago 
a ham that was not packed in Chi- 
cago or Kansas City was not a 
Standard merchantable ham, unless 


sold as “country cured.” Today a 
Georgia packer’s products in hams, 
bacon and sausage are as standard 
as those of the great packing hous2s 
of the west. And so on. 


But there is a tremendous long 
way to go yet before the home mar- 
ket is properly developed. The 
home production in the first place 
must be made standard. The scrup- 
ulous housewife will buy a case of 
Oregon apples that are properly 
Sized: and packed and of superior 
quality, and pay more for a dozen 
of them than she will for a half 
bushel of apples scraped up from 
under a tree and dished into a bas- 
ket, worms and all, without regard 
to grading. 

The responsibility is two-fold. 
It rests first on the producer to 
keep his quality up and then upon 
the community in so regulating the 
marketing that, by cooperation, the 
standard of merit shall be maia- 
tained, and the production properly 
graded, packed and distributed to 
the consuming markets. 

In the meantime, the words of 
The Manufacturers Record should 
sink deep.

The coalition be 
tween liberals and conservatives is 
interpreted by the old-time radicals 
as a sgseliing of the principles of lib- 
eralism. «aor, they reasoned, liberal- 
ism alone could stand between the 
country and the spectre of a class 
war. Sir John Simon, speaking of the 
hopes of the liberal party, said: ‘ “It 
is we, and we alone. who -can not 
only fight socialism. bnt fight for 
the right reason and with the right 
weapons.” That interpretation secms 
correct. The conservative  figots 
along the lines indicated by what the 
socialist calls the class war. But 
liberalism, not the association of in- 
dividuals who are tanded together 
under that name, is in reality not a 
sort of weak conservatism, a _ sort 
of handmaiden- of conservatism in 
days of stress, but it has a program 
of its own. It is not so much a po- 
litical party as a state of mind which 
seeks co-operation with all progres- 
tive forces, whether they be drawn 
from staunch conservative’ circles, 
from the labor party or the constitu- 
tionalists. Liberal parties may lose 
elections—ves, may disappear alto- 
gether—but the ideals of liberalism 
have always survived since the Grac- 
chi faced the proud aristocracy of 
Rome in the days before Christ.

The ghosts of Don Juan, conqueror 
of the Turks ut Lepanto: Don Alvarez 
de Toledo, Medina Sidonia, Don Ke- 
quesens and the world conquering 
Spanish grandees of a cuvuple of cen- 
turies ago must have x) :shed their 
teeth in humiliation and chagrin at 
the spectacle of a Spanish general 
walking around in a walled-in Moorish 
camp with a steel collar round his 
neck and fastened to a chain. This 
ig the way the Moors of the Niiff 
republic, with whom Spain is at war, 
treated General Navarro and _ his 
staff officers. The general's stery, 
just published in Madrid. is an ac- 
count of horror, of massacres and 
cruelty that are a fitting sequel to the 
campaigns of Spain in the Americas 
and the Netherlands. While in the 
iatter countries the Spaniards disun- 
guished themselves with a ruthlesspess 
that knew no mercy or pardon, but 
slaughtered and looted with tie 
abandon of Vandals, the Riff tribes- 
men havé apparently turned the ta- 
bles on the conquistadores sent out 
by General Primo de Rivera. The 
senoras who accompanied their hus- 
band-officers on the “victorious 
march” were captured and were 
promptly commandeered for the ha- 
rems of the different sultans. When 
the forts of Alhucemas gpened fire 
on the Moor encampment, the prison- 
ers were hastily marshaled in line a 
few yards in front of the target. Often 
the wounded were murdered; in one 
place 2,000 wounded and _ helpless 
Spanish soldiers were dispatched by 
the knives of the looting Moors. The 
second part of General Navarro’s 
story is in the form of a diary, and 
deals with his own captivity. 
seems almost incredible that for more 
than 500 days the officers-and men 
could have existed in such appalling 
circumstances within view of a Span- 
ish fort—the island of Alcehamas-— 
so near, in fact. the relatives could 
he distinguished waving  handker- 
chiefs. The price of ransom was half 
a million dollars apiece.

On tae contrary, perhaps not 
over 10 per cent of it is wrong, and 
it is this 10 per cent that inspires this 
harangue which | intend particularly 
for parents or others who may have 
any influence or control over girls in 
their teens. Ill advised attempts at 
reduction are all tov common these 
days even among grown women, who 
ought to have some sense. Indeed, the 
obsession knows no ate limits, and l 
have been compeiled to refuse a great 
number of requests for information or 
iustruction along this line because 
proper “indications” fer reduction 
seemed lacking. But the adult who 
unwisely enters upon a reduction 
regimen is likely to lose heart before 
any grave injury is done, whereas, the 
adolescent girl with the reduction ob- 
session may carry the thing to the 
point of ,srave impairment of her 
health and future well being. 

Now it is true also that some girls 
and boys in their ’teens snould follow 
properly adapted reduction regimens 
for the ben--fit of health and general 
well being, but of course this is a se- 
rious matter, which requires the care- 
ful supervision of the young person's 
own physician in every instance. It 
has been my working rule fcr years to 
give no infurmation or advice relating 
to reduction to persons under 19 years 
of age. 

Besides fixing this more or less ar- 
bitrary age limit, ] have found it nec- 
essary—under the Hippokratic motto 
—tc fix also a displacement limit; and 
in accordance with that rule, 1 cheer- 
fully and cordially decline to give aid 
or consolation to any adalt whose 
present displacement seems no more 
than right. Hlere’s where we clash with 
the reduction craze, for to my eye 
and mind anything less than 10 per 
ceutum over the normal cr average 
weight for a person of a given age 
and height is quite all right for one 
this side—gosh, this isn’t the side it 
used to be—but I mean the foolish 
side, or perhaps I had better say the 
unsettled side of 40—now you know 
what I mean. For those past 40 I’m 
perfectly willing to offer what help or 
suggestions I may toward the subduc- 
tion of even a trifling superfluity of 
flesh, since even a few pounds excess 
weight then lessens longevity.

growth and development. Physiology 
teaches that the girl in her developing 
vears requires actually more food than 
her mother does, and by the same 
token a boy in his ’teeng should eat 
circles around his father if father is 
a sedentary guy.

Answer—lI know of no bunion cure, 
except operation, Bunion is a partly 
dislocated joint with the bursa or 
protective pad or sac that covers that 
joint usually infiamed and often in- 
fected. The cause igs of course im- 
proper shoes, For relief of the pain 
of inflammation in a bunion a large 
wet gauze dressing may be worn over- 
night, using alcohol or any alcoholic 
solution such as witchhazel extract .to 
‘keep the ¢ressirig wet. A misunder- 
| stunding of many is that bunion is 
just a kind of supersize or hospital 
size corn and that it is amenable to 
corn refmedies. Of course that is a 
mistake. If peoplee-and shoemakers 
—would give up pointed, narrow or 
outflaring Jasts aud stick to reason- 
ably wide toes (as wide as the toes 
of the foot bearing weight) and the 
straight inside line or in many cases 
an inflaring last such as the ground- 
gripper pattern, probably there would 
he no bunions.

An Interesting Review 
Of “A Century of 


—_ 


By James W. Martin. 


Associate Professor of Economics at 
Emory University. 

Scroggs, William 0., A. Century of 
Banking Progress, Garden City, New 
York, Doubleday, Page & Co., 1924, 
XI1I-333 pp. . 

Mr. Scroggs traces here the de- 
velopment of the banking business in 
the United States from the time wien 
there were 300 banks in this country 
to the time when there were more 
than 30,000; he pictures their total 
resources as they grow from $100,- 
000,000 to $2,700,000,000, and he 
shows the change of the nature of 
banking from a system in which cir- 
culating notes were the principal 
earning instruments to one in which 
notes play a distinctly minor role aud 
deposits become, from the viewpoint 
of making money. the thing of first 
importance. In chapter one, he goes 
back of even this and givs us briefly 
some account of the very beginnings 
of banking in this country. 

The style is popular, and the au- 
thor has made no display whatever 
of such evidences of erudition as co- 
pious footnotes or the dryness whieh 
one expects to find in the average 
hook on banking. In fact, he makes 
no pretense at having made any con- 
tribution to the history or theory of 
hanking. He does provide a book tha: 
is a lucid presentation of the whole 
banking history of the United States 
—a feat hitherto unaccomplished. 

Many items of -information make 
the book very redable indeed. For 
example, it is shown that the idea 
of state participation in banking is 
by no means of recent birth. More 
than 100 years ago Georgia  sub- 
seribed for stock in the Bank of An- 
gusta. Moreover, it is made clear 
that, although most state-owned 
banks were failures—as were _most 
others in that period—Ahere were 
notable examples of those that 
achieved marked success. One of the 
most extraordinary of these was the 
first of the entjrely state-owned 
bunks, namely, the State Bank cf 
South Carolina. Sometimes, too, the 
author presents these bits of infor- 
mation with humorous touches. For 
instance, in speaking of continental 
currency in revolutionary war days, 
he says (p.6), “As states made such 
notes legal tender, the country wit- | 
nessed ‘ie anomolous situation of 
debtors pursuing their creditors and 
paying them off without mercy.”

tional Bank of New York has been 
traced from the time of the bank's 
establishment, and its ‘methods are 
frequently referred to as examples of 
what was best in the banking prac- 
tices of the different periods. Pur- 


ticular attention is called to the fact 
that the Chemical maintained specie 
payment throughout the panic of 
1857 when every other New York 
bank had suspended. 

The book closes with chapters de- 
scribing the establishment and fune- 
tioning of the federal reserve system, 
the financing of the world war, and, 
last, emphasizing the fact that there 
are still many unsolved problems of 
banking. 

It will be read with interest by 
practical students of ae and it 
ought to be particularly valuable in 
acquainting the general reading pub- 
lie with the history and problems of 
this great business.

Gilpatric, who is blind, was in 
charge of U. S. Marshal J. D. Wal- 
ter, who with deputies had three other 
prisoners convicted of violation of the 
narcotic and other federal jaws. The 
party boarded the Colonial Express 
for Washington on the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford railroad. 

Before leaving the county jail here, 
Gilpatric took leave of his wife and 
other friends. He expressed the hope 
while in jail that he would live to 
serve out his sentence and return to 
his family. 

Blinded as a result of his attempted 
suicide by a_ self-inflicted bullet 
wound, he said he would ettempt to 
learn the use of raised letters and 
other facilities for blind persons. 

He pleaded guilty to charges of 
embezzlement of amounts aggregating 
about $359,000 from the Putnam 
bank, discovered after his attempted 
suicide at his home last August.

BY NO CRIMINAL ACT 


New Haven, Conn., November 6.— 
No criminal aet, omission or care- 
lessness of any person contributed to 
the death last Saturday night of 
Charles G. Rogers, bond salesman. 
nephew of Mrs. Ogden Mills Reid, of 
New York city, Coroner Eli Mix said 
today in a finding. Rogers was found 
unconscious in an automobile on the 


and was brought to a hospital here 
where he died. 

When Rogers was found by passing 
automobilists, bis companion, Miss 
Marjorie R. Schneider, of this city, 
had fainted. When revived she was 
unable to tell what had happened. 
The machine bore marks of a collision 
of some sort. Rogers died of a frac- 
tured skull. 

The coroner found that Rogers and 
Miss Schneider lunched together at 
noon Saturday and had some liquor, 
attended the Yale-Army football game 
at the Yale bowl and later went to 
an inn in Wallingford, where liquor 
was served to them and to acquaint- 
ances who sat at other tables. 

When Rogers and Miss Schneider 
left the inn to returg to this city, 
the coroner says, “both were more or 
less under the influence of intoxicants 
taken at said inn.” 

On account of the dense fog pre- 
vailing, the finding declares, Miss 
Schneider, who was driving, leaned 
out of the car to observe the hizgh- 
way. Rogers sat opposite her on the 
front seat. Miss Schneider drove at a 
rate of 20 miles an hour, the coroner | 
Says. 

Suddenly, the finding declares, Miss | 
Schneider, becoming aware that a por- 
tion of the windshield had _ been | 
smashed, stupped the car and found 
Rogers body lying over the right rear 
door, his head and shoulders being 
in the car and his legs outside. Re- 
covering her senses, she summoned 
aid and Rogers’ body was taken to 
the hospital. 

The coroner said that friends of 
Miss Schneider “ill advised her to say 
she was not operating the machine,” 
which led to “untrue statements” on 
her part and subsequent recital of 
the story which served to explain the 
incidents preceding the accident. Tes- 
timony of other witnesses threw no 
further light on the cause of the col- 
lision.

Chester, Pa., November 6.—The 
bodies of three men, believed to have 
died from gas poisoning, were found 
today in an apartment. The men 
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(Editor's Note: This _is the 
eighteenth of a series of «rticles be- 
ing furnished by the Atlanta Com- 
munity Chest to acauaint’ the public 
with the work of agencies gf the 
chest, which The Constitution ts rum 
ning to aid the chest drive, which 
began last Wednesday. 


One of the most interesting of the 
colored charities connected with the 
Community Chest, from a human in- 
terest. standpoint, is the Gate City 
Free Kindergarten association, which 
has inaugurated free day nurseries for 
children of women who have employ- 
ment away from home. 

The kindergarten, it is explained, 
has been operated by .3e colored peo- 
ple in Atlanta for 19 years, ptt when 
the pressing need was recognized for 
day nurseries, A. F. Herndon, wealthy 
member of the race, donated funds 
for a nursery to be establishec at 
44 1-2 Dover street. The Community 
Chest, relievoing vorkers from the du- 
ties of soliciting funds, has made it 
possible for two more day nureeries 
to be established, it is said. 

One of these is a building, the use 
of which was proffered free bv a 
friend of» the movement, at 71 Rock 
street, but the donor has decided to 
sell the building the present year and 
the inter-racial committee has signi- 
fied its willingness to aid iw securing 
a permanent structure of its own for 
the Rock Street day nursery. 

This nursery was opened on Jan- 
uary 15, and has been operated with 
two rooms, a kitchenette and bath. 
The Commnnity Chest has supplied 
the running expenses and repairs. 

Second Day Nursery. 

At 225 Piedmont avenue another 
day nursery was opened on May 1, 
a friend of the movement procuring 
the building, putting in necessary 
plumbing and placing it in shape for 
use, This unit the Community Chest 
also has looked after, furnishing sup- 
plies for its: maintenance and paying 
for repairs of its six rooms. 

Children are received at these in- 
stitutions frum the ages of six months 
to 16 years, between the hours of 6 
in the morning and 6 in the after- 
noon, and are kept under the best 
possible care while their mothers are 
employed elsewhere. Every effort is 
made to keep the children contented 
and they are not only well fed and 
amused but are. provided with every 
means for keeping clean and well, 

Upon arrival at the nursery each 


child changes into a play suit. While 
in the home the children are taught 
ns of cleanliness and order and 
are given advantages of many kind 
that a number of the little fellows 
might not receive at home, 


Enrollment Grows. 
Since the first of January the 


| nurseries have enrolled 216 children, 


releasing a large number of women 
to perform their duties in the con- 
sciousness that their children will 
be properly care for during the day. 
The little ones are guarded to prevent 
accidents in any way and none of 
them are allowed to loiter in the 
streets, as they might do if they were 
left at home, 

The women in charge of the vari- 
ous units are said to be devoted to 
the work, and splendid results are 
being obtained through these institu- 
tions, it has been reported. Those 
in charge of the nurseries are profuse 
in their praise of the Community 
Chest, saying that the success of their 
various units could not have been 
possible but for the money provided 
through the great organization.

Raynor Enters 


Plea of Guilty 


In Fraud Case 


New York, November 6.—Dewitt C./ 


Raynor, one of nine stock brokers 
indicted by the federal grand jury on 
charges of having used the mails to 
defraud, pleaded guilty today 
after a jury had been selected to hear 
evidence in the case. 


Raynor was the senior member of 


the curb brokerage house of Raynor, 
Nicholas & Truesdell, which failed for 
$4,000,000 in 1922. 

Others accused with Raynor are 


William 8S. Silkworth, former presi- 


dent of the Consolidated Exchange; 
Blaine J. Nicholas and Early H. 
Truesdell, Raynor’s partners; John H. 
and Edward A. McQuade and Francis 
X. Quillan, members of the defunct 
brokerage firm of McQuade Brothers 
& Quillan; Louis Gilbough, a mem- 
ber of the ways and means commit- 
te of the Consolidated Stock Ex- 
change, and Peter Owens, office man- 
ager for Raynor's firm. 

The indictment grew out of the al- 
leged bucketing operations .of Ray- 
nor, Nicholas & Truesdell, whose 
members were charged with having 
carried on illegal operations on the 
Consolidated and Curb exchanges 
through McQuade Brothers & Quillan 
and with the aid and protection of 
Gilbough & Silkworth. 

Counsel for Silkworth told the 
court after Raynor had pleaded guilty 
that Raynor had beer responsible for 
the failure of the two firms and that 
his partners were victims of his opera- 
tions. ° He contended that Silkworth 
had no knowledge of Raynor’s illegal 
operations nor any connection with 
the failure of the brokerage houses.

The Peach county amendment, third 
of those ratified on Toaesday, means 
the creation of new county, out of por- 
tions of Houston and Macon counties, 
to be known as Peach county and with 
the town of Fort Valley as the coun- 
ty seat. This will be the 161st coun- 
ty in the state. 

*To Combine Offices. 


Another amendment ratified will al- 
low any county which contains within 
its borders a city of 52,900 popula- 
tion, or over, to contlidate its 
city and county gevernments, in the 
interest of .administrative economy. 
Under the terms of the amendment a 
local bill to permit this, and providing 
for the details of the new adminis- 
trative unit, must be passed through 
the legislativé and a referendum elec. 
tion then held in the county affected. 

A majority of the qualified voters 
in both county and city precincts is 
necessary to ratify, and there must 
be a clear majority in the county out- 
side of the city, as well as a majority 
in the city itself, to ratify. This 
amendment does yot apply to the city 
of Atlanta, inasmuch as cities which 
lie in more than one county are not 
included. 


Still another amendment authorizes 
the general assembly to consolidate the 
offices of tax collector and tax re- 
ceiver in any county which desires, by 
popular vote, to make the change. The 
new official shall be known as eounty 
tax commissioner and the legislature 
either may specify what pay he is te 
receive for his services or authorize 
county authorities to do this. The 
new official may be paid either on the 
oor Pg salary system, as desired, it is 
said. 


Brunswick Terminals. 


Under another amendment the city 
of Brunswick is authorized to increase 
its bonded indebtedness up to 14 per 
cent of the assessed value of the tax- 
able property in the city, for the pur- 
pose of acquiring, building and oper- 
ating port terminal facilities. Ratifi- 
cation of the bond issue must be voted 
by two-thirds of the qualified voters 
of the city. The amendment also 
earries a clause which authorizes the 
general assembly to authorize the city, 
at any time, to donate terminal facil- 
ities to the state, with or without con- 
ditions. 

-A similar amendment in regard to 
the citv of Savannah also was passed. 
This amendment, however, iimits the 
port terminal bonds to $3,000,000 and 
provides that they shall be retired 
and interest paid by the net income 
derived from operation of the ter- 
minal frcilities. The property on 
which’ the Savannah terminals are 
built, together with the improvements, 
are to’ be mortgaged as security for 
the bounds. 

The eighth amendment provides 
that atter a majority of the voters in 
any county. town or city approve the 
proposal, the said county, town or 
city may exempt all new industrial 
enterprises from taxation for a period 
not to exceed five years. The pro- 
vision is to apply not only to com- 
plete rew plants, but to enlargements 
of present plants and the taxes ex- 
emptel are all county, incorporated 
town, or city ad valorem taxes. The 
five-year exemption period is to date 
from the commencement of building 
operations.

BALDWIN SPRINGS 

TWO SURPRISES. 


London, November 6.—-(By The 
Associated Press) —On the w hole, the 
new British cabiret likely is to be 
well received by the country, but 
‘Premier Baldwin has supplied twe 
first-class surprises, the first, in. kill- 
ing the fatted calf for Churchill, a 
newcomer io the ranks of conserva- 
tivism, which he deserted 2U years 
ago, and the second, which is gener- 
ally held to be a consequence of the 
first, in the exclusion of Sir Robert 
Stevenson Horne. 

Mr. Churchill, by reason of his 
political record, waich under one par- 
ty or another has covered the most im- 
portant offices in the government, 
could have considered himself entitled 
to high office in the new Baldwin 
cabinet, but it was generally supposed, 
in view of bigs so recent reeonversion 
to the conservative creed, that he 
would be required to serve a sort of 
novitiate veriod in oue of the less 
important offices. 

Under the liberal flag, as now un- 
dex the conservative colors, he al- 
Ways waged unceasing snd _ bitter 
war against socielism and bolshevism 
and since the recent elections were 
won by the conservatives on an anti- 
socialist plank, Mr. Churchill un- 
doubtedly held that he was thereby 
entitled to the highest consideration. 


Horne Wanted Exchequer. 


It is said that he coveted the 
chancellorship of tke exchequer, which 
office had been held by his famous 
father, Lord Randolph Churchill. De- 
tails differ as to what exactly hap- 
pened, but with a good show of au- 
thority, it is stated that Sir Robert 
Horne, although willing to drop his 
present lucrative commercial pursuits 
in order to join the government.: was 
willing to make the sacrifice only if 
appointed chancellor of the ex 
chequer. 

Apparently the prime minister of. 
fered him the portfolio af Jabor, deem- 
ing this office one of first importance. 
in view of the urgency of questions 
like unemployment. and reforms for 
the ‘benefit of the workers. The 
chancelle rship of the exchequer is 
the position of highest importance in 
the cabinet next to the prime min- 
ister, while the- labor portfolio has 
heretofore been regarded as one of 
comparatively minor importance. Sir 
Robert Hlorne had held the chancellor- 
ship ‘n the coalition ministry, and aec- 
cording to his friends, not being paid 
even the compliment of being offered 
the chancellorship, he declined to take 
any othe post.

Retains Best of Old Cabinet. 
Churchill, who is the most  bril- 
liant and at the same time most 
erratic’ member the house has en- 
joyed since F. E. Smith became a 
peer, probably will be more promi- 
nent in debate than either of his two 
nominal | chieftains. 

“F who now known by | 
the more dignified title of Viscount | 
Birkenhead, has been . chosen secre- | 
tary for India, 2 post which, owing 
to the dissension in the Indian empire, 
has assumed incteased importance. 
Rirkenhead was Liloyd-George's lord 
cheneellor. 

Baldwin has retained the best men 
of his former cabinet, and has added 
to them the strength of such men as 
Birkenhead, Austen Chamberlain, and 
Churchill. In brilliance, wit, debat- 
ing ability and political foresight 
there has been nothing like the pres- 
ent conservative ministry since the 
Lloyd-George coalition, which drew 
upon the brains of two parties. 

Sir Laminz Worthington-Evans 
has sheen selected for the war office 
and William C. Bridgeman will be 
first lord of the admiralty. Both 
men served it, Baldwin's previous min- 
istry: the former as postinaster-gen- 
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1923 elections against a protectionist

| ine urred the anger and resentment of 
the protectionist “die-hard” section of 
his party. 

Whavever may be the real history 
‘of these incidents, neither the eleva- 
tion of Winston Churchill nor the

Balfour’s Omission Notable. 


Perhaps the next most distinctive 
thing about the ministry is the dis- 


appearance of Lord Curzon from the 
foreign office. This change, however, 
had been. generally expected. Austen 
Chamberlain, the new foreign min- 
ister, hag no actual foreign office ex- 
perience either to help or hamper 
him. He is expected as a man of 
generally moderate views to Carry on 
the work of his office without fric- 
tion. 

Lord Birkenhead, but for his tem- 
porary exclusion from administrative 
duties, owing to his coalition activi- 
ties, would ha¥e been entitled to the 
lord chancellorship, but as secretary 
for India he stands for an enlightened 
Indian policy, and his appointment 
gives general satisfaction. 

Seven of the new ministers were 
Baldwin's former cabinet, 
Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. 
Lord Birkenhead, Sir 
Steele Maitland, Sir John 
Gilmour, Lord Eustace Percy and 
Sir Douglas M. Hogg. 

One notable omiss‘on 
the Earl of Balfour. 

Mr. Baldwin himself will nominally 
be leader of the house of commons, 
but this duty will mainly devolve 
upon Austen Chamberlain, who, in 
addition to the foreign portfolio, has 
been selected as deputy leader of the 
house. 

The new secretary of the colonies, 
Lieutenant Colonel L. C. M. S&S. 
Amery, is an enthusiastic tariff re- 
former and a strong supporter of the 
Singapore naval -base- scheme. With 
Mr. Churchill holding the nation’s 
purse, however, it may be assumed 
that there will be no dealings with 
direct protection, although Churchill 
would probably have no objection to 
reimposition of the McKenna 
duties, under the safeguarding of in- 
|dustries act. It also may be assumed 
‘that there will be no gnaranteeing of 
a loan to Russia.

Judge Wilkerson ruled that such

The ruling affects about 100 railway 
employees, who, with Robertson and 
Maguire, had refused to testify on 
grounds that the labor board had no 
legal right to question them. They 
took that strand when the board as- 
sumed jurisdiction over a wage and 
rules dispute between the two broth- 
erhoods ard virtually every one of the 
western railroads. 

Attorney Donald R. Richberg, who 
appeared in behalf of the union repre- 
sentatives, said tonight the case would 
be carried direct to the supreme court 
of the United States.

B HMYSTERY SHROUDS 
a DEATH OF TRAVIS 


<2 


Whitefield, N. H., November 6.— 
I'nable to explain peculiar circum- 
stances surrounding the death of 
James Travis,.past grand knight of 
the Knights of Columbus council here, 
whose body was found in a mill pond 
yesterday, the police tonight were 
awaiting the report of an autopsy 
held today by the state pathologist. 
Dr. H. N. Kingsford, of Hanover. 

Travis dropped from sight myste- 
riously early Wednesday morning af- 
ter he had entered his own door yard. 
After daylight came, his body wae 
found in the mill pond, resting on two 
logs 75 feet from the shore and slight- 
ly under the surface of the water, 
which was about four feet deep at 
that point. 

According : on : 
ossession of the police, 
farned to his garage about 1:30 
o'clock Wednesday morning with a 
friend, Emile Dube, who said he left 
for his own home as Travis started 
to enter the house, Mrs. Travis said 
she heard a car being placed in the 
garage at about the same hour and 
heard the doorbell ring. She was from 
three to five minutes in reaching the 
door and when she opened it, no one 
was in sight. Travis carried a key 
to the door and this was found in the 
clothing on his body. 

A short time afterward two ac- 
quaintances of Travis, seeing light on 
the front piazza of the Travis home, 
stopped. They informed Mrs. Travis 
that her husband had passed them in 
his truck only a few minutes earlier. 
All three proceeded to the Dube home, 
where Mr. Dube was preparing to re- 
tire. 

The autopsy held today revealed, it 
was said, no outward signs of severe 
violence, although some bruises were 
disclosed. Pending examination of the 
vital organs, no report will be made. 

The pond where the body was found 
ean be reached from the Travis home 
only by following the road half a mile, 
turning up another street and passing 
through a mill patch. The spot where 
the body rested could be reached, dry 
shed, only by walking a boom or by 
using a raft. Snow which had fallen 
on the boom revealed it had not been 
walked upon. No raft was found near 
the body in the mill pond. 

Authorities were investigating re- 
ports that Travis had been one of a 
party which destroyed a fiery cross of 
the klan here recently.
